If children’s safety isn’t enough, hitting 
the wallet should get motorists to slow 
down in school zones.

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Macintosh loses 
bail application 


O The complainants’ identities 
are banned from publication 


A man who is waiting to 
be sentenced after he was 
convicted of sexually mo¬ 
lesting two boys in the 
1970s was denied bail 
Thursday at Nova Scotia 
Supreme Court in Halifax. 

Ernest Fenwick Macin¬ 
tosh, 67, was found guilty 
last month on 13 charges 
of indecent assault and 
gross indecency. 

Handcuffed and wear¬ 
ing a navy suit, Macintosh 
was escorted Thursday by 
two sheriffs past a wall of 
TV cameras and reporters 
into the courtroom. 

Details of the evidence 
presented during the bail 
hearing are banned from 
publication. 

Brian Casey, Macin¬ 
tosh’s lawyer, told re¬ 
porters following the 
decision he and his client 
were disappointed. 

“He’s sorry that this 
time is going to be spent 
(in custody),” he said. 

Crown lawyer Mark 
Scott offered a different 


take. 

“We certainly took the 
view that between convic¬ 
tion and sentence, it 
would be extraordinary 
for this court to release a 
person pending sen¬ 
tence,” Scott said outside 
court. 

Macintosh is scheduled 
to be sentenced on Sept. 
14. 

Both Casey and Scott 
said that Macintosh can 
apply for bail again at 
that time. 

The initial complainant 
against Macintosh went 
to police in 1995, and the 
first charges were laid 
against him that year. The 
man testified at trial that 
Macintosh had abused 
him upwards of 100 
times. 

A second complainant, 
a cousin of the first, said 
Macintosh abused him 
about five times between 
the ages of 11 and 13.

Gay mar¬ 
riages could happen at that 
point or be put off indefi¬ 
nitely, depending on how 
the court rules. 

Walker struck down the 
state’s voter-approved gay 
marriage ban last week in a 
case many believe is des¬ 
tined for the U.S. Supreme 
Court. In his original rul¬ 
ing, Walker moved to sus¬ 
pend gay weddings until he

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Spotting red 
apes getting 
harder: Report 

O There are only an estimated 50,000 orangutans left 
in the wild O All living in small, scattered populations 


When British naturalist Al¬ 
fred Russel Wallace arrived 
in Borneo’s jungles 150 
years ago, one of his great 
hopes was to see orang¬ 
utans. Even he was sur¬ 
prised at his success, 
spotting the red apes feed¬ 
ing along river banks, 
swinging between branch¬ 
es, and staring down from 
trees almost the moment 
he arrived. 

He saw 29 — shooting 
more than half of them 
and sending their skins 
and skeletons back home 
— in just 100 days, an ex¬ 
perience shared by many 
other adventurers and col-

lectors during the same pe¬ 
riod. “Whereas some early 
explorers would see as 
many as eight orangutans 
in one tree or encounter 
35 along a river in one day, 
spotting even one in the 
wild in the same undis¬ 
turbed forests is now rare,” 


said Erik Meijaard, one of 
the authors of a study pub¬ 
lished Wednesday in PLoS 
One, a journal of the Pub¬ 
lic Library of Science. 

“This prompted us to 
ask if these notoriously 
solitary apes once lived in 
much higher densities,” 
said Meijaard. “We believe 
hunting may have caused 
a change in behaviour, 
causing them to be less so¬ 
cial.” 

The scientists measured 
the density of orangutan 
populations now com¬ 
pared with assumed densi¬ 
ties in past.

Registered Education Sav¬

The basic concept be¬ 
hind an RESP is simple 
enough. Anyone can go to 
a bank and open an RESP 
for a child beginning as 
soon as the child is born. 

The money can be put 
in an investment vehicle 
of the family’s choice and 
the government will then 
match a portion of the 
contributions, depending 
on the family’s income lev¬ 
el. However, Lefebvre said, 
it’s often difficult for low- 
income families to figure 
out which grants they 
qualify for.

his reasoning is 
more common 
than we might 
think. And some¬ 
times justifies the 
hostility to commerce, or 
free trade. After all, if capi¬ 
talist pigs profit, the poor 
suffer, right? 

Wrong. 

The other day, I paid $2 
for a bottle of juice. When 
the clerk said, “Thank 


you,” I responded, “Thank 
you.” This is more than 
just a social oddity. There’s 
an economics lesson 
behind this weird double 
thank-you moment. 

Why does it happen? 
Because I want the juice 
more than the bucks, and 
the store wants the bucks 
more than the juice. Both 
of us win. 

Two people trade 
because each wants what 
the other has more than 
what he already has. 
(Remember trading hock¬ 
ey cards?) If one gained 
and the other lost, the los¬ 
er wouldn’t trade. 

We experience the dou¬ 
ble thank-you moment 
each time we hit the 
checkout line in a clothing 
store, or leave a 
restaurant, says journalist 
John Stossel, who coined 
the “double thank-you mo¬ 
ment” phrase. 

Trade is win-win — 
even if you’re buying from 
someone in another coun¬ 
try. Exports and imports 


exist only because of polit¬ 
ical borders.

But borders are either 
accidents of history or the 
results of politicians’ arbi¬ 
trary decisions. Do you 
know if Toronto runs a 
trade deficit with 
Hamilton? No. Because no¬ 
body cares. 

There are no imports 
and exports. There’s only 
what you make and what 
eveiyone else makes. Pro¬ 
tectionism — taxing 
foreign goods — is just a 
tool for politicians to pro¬ 
tect their business buddies 
by preventing us from 
trading with someone (a 
foreigner) who offers us a 


better deal. 

As economist Sheldon 
Richman points out, in 
trade matters — as in so 
much else — two words 
mislead us: “we” and 
“them.” We do not trade 
with them. Canada does 
not trade with Japan, or 
Mexico, or any other 
group. I trade with you. 
You trade with me. Smith 
trades with Nguyen. Indi¬ 
viduals trade with individ¬ 
uals. 

If the economy contin¬ 
ues to tank, governments 
will be sorely tempted to 
block foreign products by 
taxing them. That would 
be a mistake. 

When left free, people 
trade across borders natu¬ 
rally. Buyers and sellers 
both benefit.

With a movie like Piranha 
3D, it’s pretty safe to as¬ 
sume you know what 
you’re going to get. 

In fact, if there were 
any doubt, director 
Alexandre Aja recently de¬ 
scribed the film as a mix 
between Gremlins, Weird 
Science and Dead Alive. 

“It is funny,” exclaimed 
star Jessica Szohr (TV’s 
Gossip Girl) from Manhat¬ 
tan. “I think you’ 11 laugh, 
you’ll be very scared and 
entertained — it’s a scary, 
funny, summer popcorn 
movie.” 

Even the studio’s mar¬ 
keting department has 
picked up on Piranha 3D’s 
potential as a fun summer 
movie. The film’s poster 
fittingly pays homage to 
Steven Spielberg’s classic 
Jaws but while that 1975 
thriller featured a menac¬ 
ing shark.

Eat Pray Love

There’s a lot wrong with 
the film adaptation of best¬ 
seller Eat Pray Love. 

It’s a completely self-in¬ 
dulgent exploration of up¬ 
per-middle-class 
dissatisfaction, it 
condescends to native cul¬ 
tures and eastern spirituali¬ 
ty and it never adequately 
identifies just what 
problems protagonist Liz 
Gilbert (Julia Roberts) is 
struggling with. But none 
of that is the fault of 
Roberts or director and co¬ 
writer Ryan Murphy. 

The movie is well-shot, 
with sumptuous visuals 
and exciting camera work, 
and Roberts does her best 
to make Gilbert likeable or 
at least relateable. No, the 
real problems are with the 
source material. 

The story goes that 
Gilbert walks away from 
her flighty husband (Billy 
Crudup) because of an un¬ 
defined sense of lack, 


shacks up with an actor 
(James Franco) and then 
ditches him, hijacking his 
obnoxious affinity for an 
Indian guru and taking off 
on a year-long journey of 
self-discovery and 
indulgence. Along the way, 
she learns it’s OK to enjoy 
eating in Rome, smiles and 
nods at a young woman 
forced into an arranged 
marriage in India and tries 
to resist the charms of an 
older Brazilian man (Javier 


Bardem) in Bali while basi¬ 
cally using the locals as 
fashionable accessories. 

About the only thing 
Murphy can be blamed for 
is the running time. The 
movie clocks in at a 
leisurely 140 minutes, and 
there’s really no excuse for 
that. In each of the three 
locations, there are points 
where the story lags. It’s 
basically almost two and a 
half hours of “but I’ve nev¬ 
er been to me.” © ned ehrbar

T his summer has 
turned into the 
summer of the 
former junkie 
confessional au¬ 
tobiography. 
First up was Dave Mus- 
taine, a founding member 
of Metallica and since 
1983, the leader of 
Megadeth. His book, Mus- 
taine: A Heavy Metal Mem¬ 
oir (HarperCollins), 
contains so many tales of 
alcohol and drug abuse 
that you’re almost guaran¬ 
teed to wake up the next 
morning with a hangover 
and a bad case of opiate 
withdrawal. 

Mustaine knows rehab 
because he’s been through 
it 17 times. “You go in 
there, get sobered up but 
there was no really giving 
you the tools to cope with 
stuff. It’s like sobering up a 
drunken horse thief. As 
soon as he sobers up, what 
have you got? A horse 
thief.” Dave’s spiral to 
near-death was rooted 
largely in unresolved emo¬ 
tional pain that went back 
decades. 


The most frightening re¬ 
hab episode involved 
falling asleep in an 
awkward position in a 
chair. When he woke up, 
his left arm was asleep and 
wouldn’t wake up. Doctors 
said he’d never play guitar 


again. 

“There’s a little nerve on 
the inside of my bicep on 
my left arm. It’s about 4 
millimetres around and it 
got crunched like when 
you chew on a drinking 
straw. It needed to grow 


back and it grows at a mil¬ 
limeter per month. Then 
there was the physical 
therapy that followed that: 
13 months of picking up 
needles with some tweez¬ 
ers and sticking them into 
a pegboard and turning a 


doorknob. It was 17 
months before I could pick 
up a guitar again. 

“When you’re a guitar 
player and you have that 
taken away from you, it’s 
devastating. It was THIS 
HAND,” he says gesturing 
with what he calls “the 
moneymaker.” 

This incident — and 
Mustaine’s ability to recov¬ 
er — convinced him that 
perhaps a higher power 
was showing him the error 
of his ways and that he 
could reform his ways. 
That’s when the wannabe 
Satanist and part-time 
practitioner of black magic 
embraced Christianity. 

“If anyone needed to 
have a life-changing event 
take place, it was me. I did¬ 
n’t realize that God was all 
I needed until He was all I 
had.” 

Mustaine is a fascinating 
look into the darker sides 
of being a famous metal 
musician. Recommended.

the most expensive movie 
to feature Toronto as itself, 
but it’s not the only one. 
Here’s a look back at 
Toronto on-screen: 

Lawyerin’ and doctorin’ 
jobs! 

For many people the 
first on-screen glimpse of 
Toronto onscreen came 
from the backseat of a 
1960 Chevrolet Impala. 
Goin’ Down the Road, the

Although David Cronen¬ 
berg has made more than a 
dozen films in T.O. and 
says “I love shooting in 
Toronto,” film critic Geoff 


Pevere says “Toronto had 
never seemed weirder” 
than in the director’s epic 
Videodrome. 

The stoiy of a sleazy UHF 
television station program¬ 
mer who becomes 
spellbound by the hallucina- 
toiy power of pom movies, 
is set in Toronto and not on¬ 
ly used many of the city’s lo¬ 
cations, but its unique 
references as well. Civic TV 
allegedly refers to CityTV,

Beyond 

For a look at the down- 
and-dirty Yonge Street 
Strip, once the body mb 
capital of Canada, check 
out Ron Mann’s 1974 Super- 
8 documentaiy The Strip. 
On the other end of the 
scale is Atom Egoyan’s 


Chloe, the stoiy of a Toron¬ 
to escort and the woman 
who hires her to test her 
husband’s fidelity. Toronto 
has never looked lovelier 
than this. “At the level of 
metaphor, it’s interesting 
because Toronto is a prosti¬ 
tute. As a city, veiy often it 
pretends to be New York or 
Chicago or San Francisco,” 
Egoyan said. “So it’s 
interesting that since this is 
a film about that.”

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One burger, four cuts of meat 

O Solving the problem of dry burgers © A hands-off approach helps keep the meat fluffy 


Ingredients: 

• 250 g (1/2 lb) ground 
prime rib 

• 500 g (1 lb) ground brisket 

• 500 g (1 lb) ground skirt 
steak 

• 250 g (1/2 lb) ground filet 

• 8 hamburger buns 

• Kosher salt and pepper 

• 1 large red onion, sliced in¬ 
to 5-mm (1/4-inch) rings 

• 250 ml (1 cup) lemon aioli 

• 250 g (1/2 lb) brie, cut into 
thin slices 


When Tyler Florence was 
creating hamburgers for 
his new restaurant, his 
goal was simple — a burg¬ 
er that stays moist no 
matter how well-done it is 
cooked. 

The solution was all a 
matter of numbers — one 
month of experimenting 
with the percentage of fat 
and the number of cuts of 
meat. 

“Most people do an 80- 
20 lean-to-fat ratio,” Flo¬ 
rence, whose Wayfare 
Tavern opened recently in 
San Francisco, said in a 
telephone interview. 

“We go 75-to-25 ratio, 
so it’s a little fattier. So 
even if you like it well 
done, it’s still nice and 
moist.” 

For the cuts of meat, 
Florence settled on four 
of them — prime rib, 
brisket, skirt steak and 
filet. And after they are 
ground (at another facili¬ 
ty), it’s mostly a hands-off 


procedure. 

“When it comes in, no 
one is really allowed to 
touch it except to take it 
out of the package and 
weigh it out,” said Flo¬ 
rence, host of Food Net¬ 
work’s The Great Food 
Truck Race. “It gets 
touched once before it 
goes on the grill. It loses 
that fluffiness once you 
work it too much. It starts 
to become chewy really 
quickly.” 

Florence was equally 
exacting when it came to 


toppings. 

“You can’t just put stuff 
on top of the burger for 
the sake of it,” he said. 
“To me, it’s got to be very 
purposeful stuff. You have 
to really think it through 
so it’s a complimentary 
flavour and not a distrac¬ 
tion from the burger.” 

For the AP’s 20 Burgers 
of Summer series, Flo¬ 
rence opted for an in¬ 
tensely savoury and 
creamy combination of 
oven-roasted red onions, 
lemon aioli and brie. 


Preparation: 

In a large bowl, mix 
prime rib, brisket, skirt 
steak and filet together 
until well blended, but 
not overworked. 

2 Divide meat into 8 por¬ 
tions and shape into 
patties. Season with salt 
and pepper. 

3 Heat oven to 200 C (400 
F). Line a baking sheet 
with parchment paper. 


4 


Arrange onion slices in a 
single layer on prepared 
pan. Roast onion slices 
for 10 to 12 minutes or 
until tender. Set aside. 


5 Heat grill on high. Grill 
burgers to desired done¬ 
ness, about 4 minutes 
on each side for 
medium-rare. 

6 Top bottom half of each 
roll with a burger, some 
of the red onions, aioli 
and brie.

Celeb chefs put 
out a variety 
of cookbooks 


Japan showing 
off its whiskies 

O Asian nation has a more than a century of brewing tradition O Industry 
put in the spotlight thanks to Bill Murray’s role in Lost in Translation 



As much as Americans love 
their food, they seem to en¬ 
joy it best with a dash of 
celebrity. 

Lucidly, the celebrity 
food world loves to keep 
people well fed. There is a 
stack of new books by big 
names to keep you sated 
through fall. 

Super chef Mario Batali’s 
Molto Gusto offers up per¬ 
fect suppers and ideas for 
casual entertaining. Fava 
beans straight from the 
farmers market pair with 
zesty lemon and ricotta, 
and cherry tomatoes meet 
creme fraiche in elegant an¬ 
tipasti, most of which can 
be made well ahead of time. 

You know eating local 
has gone mainstream when 
Emeril Lagasse is leaning on 
a garden tool. In Farm to 
Fork: Cooking Local, Cook¬ 
ing Fresh, the king of 
“BAM!” sniffs herbs and ca¬ 
resses tomatoes. Recipes for 
com fritters and escarole 
soup with cmshed red pep¬ 
per promise good eating. 
Meanwhile, pumpkin pie 
gets extra mystique from a 
dash of cardamom. But de¬ 
spite the book’s handwrit¬ 
ing font and a few enticing 
dishes — lemon-cmsted 
halibut? Yum! — nothing 
really screams fresh-ffom- 
the-farm. 

In Sara Moulton’s Every¬ 
day Family Dinners the ex¬ 
ecutive chef of the former 
Gourmet magazine offers 
tempting dishes such as 
eggs and creamed spinach 
in phyllo cups, tandoori 



chicken wings, and appetiz¬ 
ers like chorizo-stuffed 
mushrooms and panlco- 
cmsted scallops. A lovely 
collection of recipes, but 
very few that you’re likely 
to tackle on a weekday. 

But Tex-Mex tuna casse¬ 
role? That could happen on 
any given Wednesday. The 
salsa-and-cilantro-spilced 
staple joins other simple, 
out-of-the-box ideas in Cat 
Cora’s Classics with a Twist. 
The first and only female 
Iron Chef America puts a 
fresh spin on old favourites 
while keeping things sim¬ 
ple. 

And then there are burg¬ 
ers. In “The Good Stuff 
Cookbook,” “Top Chef” vet¬ 
eran Spike Mendelsohn re¬ 
veals the secrets of his 
Washington eatery, where 
Capitol Hill staffers line up 
well before noon to score 
his farmhouse burgers 
made with local beef, rose¬ 
mary-sprinkled fries and 
toasted marshmallow milk¬ 
shakes.

It wasn’t too long ago that 
Owen Westman’s cus¬ 
tomers at Riclchouse Bar 
didn’t even know there 
were Japanese whiskies 
available, let alone ask for 
them by name. 

“They certainly do now,” 
he says. 

Although best known for 
sake, Japan has a whisky 
tradition stretching back 
more than a century. It’s 
not widely available in 
North America, but that’s 
changing as companies like 
major producer Suntory 
work to boost overseas 
sales. 

And maybe Bill Murray 
had something to do with 
it. His character in the 2003 
movie Lost in Translation 
goes to Japan to shoot a 
whisky commercial. 

Suntory exports a num¬ 
ber of products, including 
Yamazalci single malt 
whiskies and Hibiki, a 
blend. Like Scotch, the 
Japanese product is spelled 
without the extra “e.” In 
fact, the origins of the 
Japanese whisky industry 
have ties to Scotland. Sunto¬ 
ry founder Shinjiro Torii 
hired Masatalca Taketsuru, 
who studied distilling in 
Scotland. Taketsuru went 


on to found Niklca, also a 
major producer. 

Despite that history, Sun- 
tory whisky is “not Scotch 
made in Japan,” points out 
Eric Ariyoshi, a Suntory 
brand manager based in 
San Francisco. 

One of Torii’s goals was 
“to really create a Japanese 
whisky that catered to a 
more subtle palate,” says 
Ariyoshi. “If you think 
about Japanese food it 
tends to be on the lighter 
side, very subtle flavours. 
One of his specific goals 
was to create a whisky that 
fits into that palate.” 

But with interest in spir¬ 
its rising, there’s more at¬ 
tention being paid to all 
types of whiskies, says 
council spokesman Frank 
Coleman. 


“There clearly has been a 
whiskey revival over the 
last decade and consumer 
interest is at an all-time 
high,” he said. “You have 
the explosion in the num¬ 
ber of small craft distillers 
getting into the whiskey 
game. Consumers have be¬ 
come more and more inter¬ 
ested in trying these new 
and different products and 
there’s no doubt some very 
good whiskies being made 
in Japan.” 

Barrel aging is key to 
how a whisky tastes and 
Suntory uses three kinds, 
American and Spanish oak 
as well as Japanese mizu- 
nara oak. American white 
oak contributes a dry 
flavour with hints of vanil¬ 
la, the Spanish oak has 
flavours of raisins, choco- 


Overseas sales 


► Overall, Japanese whisky is 
a fraction of total U.S. sales. 
Suntory launched the Hibi¬ 
ki brand in Europe and the 
U.S. last year with sales of 
6,000 cases. This year, they 
hope to sell 8,ooo cases of 
Hibiki overseas and 31,000 
cases of Yamazaki. To put 
that into perspective, 2009 
total whiskey sales in the 
United States amounted to 
46.5 million cases, accord¬ 
ing to the U.S. Distilled Spir¬ 
its Council. 

late and caramel and the 
mizunara gives subtle 
sweetness and spiciness, 
reminiscent of incense. 

The Hibiki is a blend of 
more than 30 individual 
whiskies, with the final 
blend topped off with a 
whisky aged more than 30 
years. Elegant and smooth, 
Hibiki uses old plum 
liqueur casks for aging 
some components and a 
bamboo charcoal filter that 
“just mellows out the 
flavour. Gives it a very 
sweet and gentle flavour,” 
Ariyoshi says. 

In a nod to tradition, the 
Hibiki packaging has 24 
facets to represent the an¬ 
cient Japanese calendar that 
divided the year into 24 
“seasons.” the associated press

Frk dispute sure to 
last another week

The International Ice 
Hockey Federation is not 
expected to issue a ruling 
on the Martin Frk situa¬ 
tion until Aug. 18 or later. 

IIHF spokesman Szy- 
mon Szemberg told Metro 
on Thursday the Czech 
Hockey Federation — on 
behalf of HC Karlovy Vary 
— has filed a document 
claiming Frk has a valid 
and binding contract with 
the ExtraLiga club. 

That contract would 
prevent the 16-year-old 
left-winger from joining 
the Mooseheads, who 
drafted him third overall 
in June’s Canadian Hock¬ 
ey League import draft. 

Hockey Canada has un¬
